deceaſedin the Hage,tothe great griefe of many Proteſtants 
which loned him both for htsvaliantneſle and vertue, 

The Spaniſh hauc made themſelues very ſtrong before the 
Froſt came, and ſent into the Towne of Bredaa ſtrong Con- 
uoy With great ſtore of Munition and Victuals : Inthe fame 
Towne is now a Garriſon of 6000, men. But the Burgers are 
almoſt all gone thence, ſeeing that there is no trading, and 
that it is now but a nell of Robbers. 

The Ships of theſe Provinces whichare bound for the Eaſt 
and Weſt Indres, beſides other Weſterne parts, are gone to 


Seca withthe laſt Ealt winde. 


It is here reported, thatthe King of Spaine hath cauſed 2 
Proclamation to be publiſhed , by which he declareth all 
them to be his Encmies which oppoſe themiclues againſt 
the Emperour. 

We vnderſtand from Fraxce. that divers Proteſtant Am- 
baſladours - beſides the Commilttoners of the Reformed 
Churches of France , hauing a great while laboured very 
earneſtly td perſwade his Mageltic of Fravxce to receive them 
of Rochell in his Clemencie and Mercy, which the Icſuites 
and Spaniſh hauing hindered (deſiring that the King ſhould 
roote out the Proteſtants which are in his Dominions) one 
Monſieur _onbzun a kin{man of the Conftable Ladigniere 
hath ſurpriſed in Daulphine, three places of great moment; 
namely, La Pouſſin, Emans, L*Eſprit. 

It is here rumoured, that the King of Spaize hath ſent an 
Amballadour into France, to offer Peace to his Mateſtie. 

From Amſterdam the 1 7.of Fanuary. 

The 2. aſt 7ndia Ships which were thought either to be 
loſt or to be in greatdiſtreſle.by reaſon of the great damage 
which they felt in a great tempeſt, are come (as is reported) 
to (apo of Lopes de Coſalvo,and are comming homewards. 

Secing that the Almightie hath viſited theſe YVurrea Pro- 
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xinces thelaft yeare,with both high Floods, heauie Warres, 
Plague and Dearth, the High, and Mighty Lords the States 
of theſe Ywired Proninces, haue appointed a Generallday of 
Falling & Prayer, which is to be kept onthe 2 8.of [anuary. 

They write from the Riucr of }Fe/er,. that the meeting of 
Brunſwitke laſteth ſtill,and that the Ambaſſadours conſulted 
many times together, but that there was no hope of any 
Peace, ſeeing tharthe Imperiall Ambafladours propoundecd 
4.hard Conditions, of which the K, of Denmarke and many 
other Princes of Germany will not accept of, and defireq a. 
monglt the reſt, that the K.of Dermarke ſhould cauſe Count 
Mansficld to diſmiſſe his Souldiers, and ſend them out of the 
Empire : As likewiſe that both parties make themſclues ve. 
ry ltrong, and that the Generall T ly was gatt.cring his men 
together. 

Wee vnderftand by ſome which come from the Land of 
Brunſwicke, that Duke (hriſtian of Branſwicke had not de- 
feated the Geucrall T ily (as was reported) but 1000, Horſe 
of the Duke of Fried/and, of which were flaine 600. and 
400, taken, and ainongſt other one of his Commanders 
whoſe aame is D:lly (which hath beene the occafion that it 
was rumoured, that the Generall T s/ly was taken) beſides 
6.Cornets. The Duke Chriftian of Branſiiiche bath confire 
med this newes with 2 Letterdated the 2 7. of Lccerber, 
The former newes came nor from our 1ranflator, but {© n 
2 Paſtinger who b:ought it in a Letter from {mfterdam. 

It is fpred abroad that the Duke of Fried!znd will fet vp- 
on the hereditary Lands of the King of Dea 27ke, it hee and 
the Dake Chr:ftian of Branſwicke will make nopcace : And 
Tilly will inquarterall his owne Forces inthe Biſhopprickes 
of Halberftadt, Hall, and eHegdenburg, 

Count Henry of the Berg was likewiſe about the ſame 
time about Doesbarg intending to make ſome enterpriſe, 
which is likewiſe cometo nothing.
